Hutch I. Cone, USN, of the Shipping 
Board. It is incredible that such a pol- 
icy should be pursued when public in- 
terests are at stake.

I am told the Shannon Committee in- 
tends further to modify the law relating 
to post exchanges so as to limit to neces- 
sities the products available for sale and 
to eliminate the general sales which now 
are permissible. This recommendation 
will be based upon testimony showing 
competition of the Exchanges and Ships’ 
stores with local merchants. In order 
that there may be no doubt of what Con- 
sfess means, the proposed law will spe- 
tify the articles that can be sold by the 
Service stores.

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Navy Annual Reports 
Show Needs of Fleet 


Declaring that “curtailment of ex- 
penditures has been made principally at 
the expense of the fighting fleet”, Secre- 
tary of the Navy Adams in his annual 
report to the President emphasized our 
weakened treaty position and the fact 
that the present building program does 
not provide against further undermining 
that position. 

No opinions or recommendations ap- 
pear in the report, the facts simply be- 
ing set forth to speak for themselves. 
In tabular form, Secretary Adams pre- 
sents a comparison of the fleets of the 
United States, Great Britain and Japan 
at present and as they will be at the 
close of the London Treaty in 1936, if 
no additional ships are laid down. 
Marked inferiority in all classess to 
Great Britain and equality in not in- 
feriority to Japan, is clearly shown. 

At the end of 1936, provided no ad- 
ditional ships are laid down by any of 
the three powers their tonnages in un- 
derage ships built and building will be 
as follows, according to the report:

“Great Britain has contracts let for 3 
cruisers, total 19,000 tons, and has ap- 
propriated for 18 destroyers and 6 sub- 
marines. 

“Japan has appropriated for 2 cruisers, 
total 17,000 tons; 9 destroyers, total 12,- 
400 tons; and 7 submarines, total 8,900 
tons. 

“The United States has three addition- 
al cruisers authorized, but under treaty 
terms they may not be completed before 
1936, 1937, and 1938. Only one of these 
has been appropriated for; contract not 
yet let.” The report continues. 

“By the expiration of the London 
treaty December 31, 1936, provided no 
additional ships are laid down, the three 
powers would have to build as follows 
to overcome their deficiences in under- 
age tonnage as allowed by treaties:

Service Budgets 


President Hoover this week submitted 
the budget estimates for the operation 
of the government for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1934. 

Appropriations for the military activ- 
ities of the War Department were re- 
duced from $305,739,924 for the current 
year to $278,606,741 for 1934, while esti- 
mates for the Navy Department were 
eut from $328,906,141 to $309,647,536. 
Both of these cuts are based on con- 
tinuance of salient features of the econ- 
omy act. 

Army 

Outstanding in the reductions for the 
War Department was a cut necessitating 
the reducing of National Guard Armory 
drills from 48 to 24 during the year; 
R. O. T. C. appropriations cut necessi- 
tating the reduction of camps from 42 
to 30 days, and a C.M.T.C. cut reducing 
the number of trainees from 37,500 to 
13,000. These cuts, it is understood, 
were made after the estimates left the 
War Department. 

In the Regular Army, reenlistment 
allowances were eliminated, fewer anim- 
als provided for, construction eliminated, 
less ammunition provided and many 
other smaller cuts applied. 

Details of the Army Budget appear 
on page 292 of this issue. 

Navy 

Extension of the rotation plan to the 
heavy and light cruiser classes will be 
necessary during the fiscal year 1934 
under curtailed funds provided in the 
new budget submitted to Congress this 
week. Abolishment of the reenlistment 
bonus and a reduction in the enlisted 
strength of the Marine Corps to 13,600 
are also provided. 

For construction of vessels, the 1934 
estimates allow $38,845,000. In addition, 
five million dollars will be transferred 
from the naval supply account fund, and 
$9,525,000 will be carried over from the 
current year, making a total available 
of $53,380,000. This will permit continu- 
ation of work on vessels now under way, 
and the laying down of one heavy cruiser 
in January, 1933, another in January, 
1934, and four destroyers. 

Outlining the plans for the organiza- 
tion of the fleet under next year’s esti- 
mates, Admiral Pratt, Chief of Naval 
Operations, announced that the rotating 
reserve plan will be extended to both 
heavy and light cruiser classes and dur- 
ing that year three battleships, will \be 
undergoing modernization in the navy 
yards or in rotating reserve commission, 
two heavy cruisers, two light cruisers, 
21 destroyers and 11 submarines will 
“ operated under the rotating reserve 
plan. 

During the fiscal year 1933-1934, four 
heavy cruisers are scheduled for comple- 
tion as are the new aircraft carrier, 
Ranger, and two of the destroyers now 
under construction. 

The organization of the fleet under the 
new plan will result in maintaining 260 
ships of the Navy in full commission— 
average 84% commission—12 in reduced 
commission—42% commission—and 39 
rotating reserve commission, instead of 
the 30 which have been in rotating re- 
serve commission during the present 


year.

The orders issued by the President, 
which, under the law will become effec- 
tive upon the sixty-first calendar day 
after transmission to Congress, unless 
earlier approved, and which can only be 
deprived of effect by affirmative legisla- 
tive action, provide: 

1—Creation of a Division of Public 
Works in the Department of the interior, 
such division to be directed by an As- 
sistant Secretary of the Interior for 
Public Works. To this division has been 
assigned “the non-military activities (ex- 
cept the survey of Northern and North- 
western Lakes and the supervisory of 
New York Harbor) administered under 
the direction or supervision of the Ohief 
of Engineers, United States Army, includ- 
ing rivers and harbors and flood control 
work, and the duties, powers, and func- 
tions of the Mississippi River Commis- 
sion, the California Débris Commission, 
the Joint Board of Engineers for the St. 
Lawrence River Waterway, the Board of 
Engineers for Rivers and Harbors, and 
the Interoceanic Canal Board, which are 
transferred from the War Department 
to the Department of the Interior, and 
the said commissions and Boards shall 
serve in an advisory capacity to the 
Secretary of the Interior”. Also under 
the Department of the Interior in a 
“Division of Education, Health and Rec- 
reation, is placed “The national parks, 
monuments, and cemeteries, which are 
transferred from the War Department. 

Established in the Department of Com- 
merce under an Assistant Secretary is a 
Merchant Marine Division to which are 
transferred the Coast and Geodetie Sur- 
vey, “the Hydrographic Office of the Bu- 
reau of Navigation of the Navy Depart- 
ment to the Coast and Geodetic Survey”, 
the Survey of Northern and Northwest- 
ern Lakes of the Office of the Chief of 
Engineers of the War Department to the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey, “The Naval

Government’s further general economy program it is time to consider whether 
savings at the expense of the national security have not exceeded sound policy.” 


The state of national defense, revealed in the annual reports of the Secretaries 
of War and Navy and of the Chief of Staff General Douglas MacArthur, has drawn 
comment from the newspaper editors of the country. Warning against further 
curtailment of the Army and Navy, therein contained, is emphasized by the 
editorial writers. 





“By calling attention to the inadequacy of the United States Army, in view 
of the powerful armies maintained by other nations and the present unsettled 
conditions of the world, Gen. Douglas MacArthur, Chief of Staff, has performed a 
distinct service,” states the Washington Post. “He does not recommend an imme- 
diate increase in the American armed forces, but he thinks that the Army’s 
strength should be advanced to 165,000 men and 14,000 officers as soon as the 
status of the Treasury permits. 

“Congress probably will not act upon this recommendation in formulating the 
next budget. But the warning from the Chief of Staff will stand as an obstacle 
to the attempts of pacifists to reduce the present force of officers.” 





“Recommending in his annual report that the regular army be increased from 
12,000 officers and 118,750 men to 14,000 officers and 165,000 men, the Chief of Staff, 
General MacArthur, doubtless had in mind his predecessor’s proposal to the same 
effect,” the New York Times comments. “But General Summerall also said: 

“‘It is possible, of course, to take the view that developments in the inter- 
national situation in the past ten years have been so favorable that the state of 
readiness implied in the maintenance of a regular army of 280,000 men, as provided 
in the national defense act of June 4, 1920, is no longer necessary.’ 

“He added that a temporary reduction of the forces might be justified ‘on the 
grounds of government economy and the national interest.’ Such is the case today, 
as it has been for several years. * * * General MacArthur’s comparison of the 
present regular army, National Guard and Reserves of the United States with 
mobilizable European armies is not pertinent. The Chief of Staff can hardly 
indulge the hope that in these times of difficulty in balancing the budget an increase 
of the army will be authorized.” 





“Timely warnings against the continued weakening of the national defense 
are contained in the annual reports by the Secretaries of War and Navy,” the 
Philadelphia Public Ledger states, “Secretary Hurley says all elements of the land 
defense are now at or below the minimum requirements. * * *

News of the Coast Guard 


When the President delivered his 
Budget message to Congress on Wednes- 
day of this week it was revealed that 
the Coast Guard suffered a net decrease 
of $1,084,845, making the estimates for 
the fiscal year 1934 total $26,664,634. 

Mr. Hoover in his explanation of the 
Coast Guard appropriations stated: 

“The principal decreases are $694,135 
for pay and allowances, due to reduction 
in number of warrant officers and en- 
listed men, change in ration allowances, 
and projection of certain savings effected 
in 1933 into 1934; $75,000 for fuel and 
water, due to reduced prices and de- 
creased requirements; $111,360 for out- 
fits, due principally to discontinuance of 
35 patrol boats and the construction of 
only such small boats as will be neces- 
sary for replacements; $192,670 for re- 
building and repairing stations, due 
principally to elimination of rebuilding 
projects and reductions in repair items; 
and $20,000 for contingent expenses, due 
to transfer of this amount for repairs 
to apparatus to the item ‘Outfits’.” 

Naturally there was much interest 
evidenced in the personnel situation and 
the changes contemplated. These changes 
are set forth in the following table which 
the President submitted in the Budget:

Advisory Committee for Aeronautics are 
transferred to the Bureau of Standards, 
and the Committee will serve in an ad- 
yvisory capacity to the Secretary of Com- 
merce. The Weather Bureau of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, because of the 
direct relation of its functions to the 
merchant marine and aviation groups 
of the Department of Commerce, is 
transferred to the latter Department. 

The border patrols of the Immigration 
Service and the Customs Service of the 
Department of Labor and Treasury are 
placed under the commandant of the 
Coast Guard, thus giving that organiza- 
tion supervision over our land and sea 
boundaries. 

To the Bureau of the Budget have 
been transferred the powers and duties 
now exercised by the Comptroller Gen- 
eral which relate to the designing, pre- 
scribing and installation of account 
forms, system and procedure, and those 
which relate to the administrative exam- 
ination of fiscal officers’ accounts and 
daims against the United States, and 
the adequacy and effectiveness of the 
administrative examination of accounts 
and claims, and the adequacy and effec- 
tiveness of departmental inspection of 
the officers and accounts of fiscal offi- 
cers, 

As to the action in respect of the 
transfer of Rivers and Harbors and 
flood control work to the Interior De- 
partment, the President said: 

“The river and harbor and flood-con- 
trol work now performed by the Office 
of the Chief of Engineers and the vari- 
ous commissions and boards reporting or 
responsible to the Chief of Engineers is 
primarily nonmilitary in character. It 
is related to national defense in only 
the most indirect manner and then large- 
ly because it pertains to the general 
transportation capacity and economic 
strength of the country in time of war. 
It was originally placed under the con- 
trol of the War Department because at 
the time river and harbor improvements 
were first undertaken by the United 
States Government, the War Department 
was the only Government establishment 
which possessed a group of engineers of 
sufficient size and training to prosecute 
the work satisfactorily. 

“The prosecution of river and harbor 
improvements and flood-control work un- 
der the Corps of Engineers has neces- 
Sarily resulted in the expansion of the 
officer personnel of that Corps beyond 
the point to which it would normally 
have grown if its field of operations had 
been confined to strictly military activi- 
ties. It is proposed that the services of 
Engineer officers should continue to be 
available by detail in the performance 
of this work, 

“This river and harbor improvement 
and flood-control work is similar to and 
should be grouped with other public 
Works and construction activities. It 

recommended, therefore, that these 
activities now performed under the di- 
rection and supervision of the Office of 
the Chief of Engineers, War Depart- 
Ment, be transferred to the Department 
of the Interior where they will be close- 








ly coordinated with other Federal pub- 
lic works functions.” 

The BPxecutive Order relating to the 
above transfer contains this provision: 

“Commissioned officers of the Corps of 
Engineers, United States Army, shall 
continue to be detailed by the Secretary 
of War upon request of the Secretary 
of the Interior for work on rivers and 
harbors projects; but while so detailed 
they shall be under the direction of the 
Secretary of the Interior, and their pay 
and allowances shall be charged against 
the appropriations for the projects to 
which they are assigned.” 

Relative to the transfer to the new 
division of Education, Health and Rec- 
reation of National Cemeteries, Parks 
and Monuments, of the War Department, 
the President explained: 

“At present, the Quartermaster Corps 
of the War Department has jurisdiction 
over the national cemeteries, national 
military parks, and certain national 
monuments and battle sites. The duties 
of the War Department (Quartermaster 
Corps) relative to those cemeteries, 
parks, ete., deal entirely with their man- 
agement, care, and maintenance. Their 
military origin is the only basis upon 
which the jurisdiction of the War De- 
partment rests. These cemeteries, parks, 
monuments, ete., are a part of the pub- 
lice domain and their control should be 
in the service primarily concerned with 
the management and operation of parks 
and monuments. This is the National 
Park Service. 

It is proposed, therefore, that all juris- 
diction over the National Cemeteries, 
National Military Parks, Monuments and 
Battle Sites, now vested in the War De- 
partment be transferred to the Depart- 
ment of the Interior and associated with 
the National Park Service.” 

The statement in the President’s mes- 
sage regarding the “Merchant Marine 
troup” lists under that group: 

Coast and Geodetic Survey. 

Hydrographic Oflice (Navy). 

Great Lakes Survey (War). 

Naval Observatory (Navy). 

United States Shipping Board Emer- 
gency Fleet Corporation (Independent). 

Inland Waterways Corporation (War). 

Supervisor of New York Harbor 
(War). 

The President's statement continues: 

“Hydrographic Office. —The Hydro- 
graphic Office of the Navy Department 
was established by the act of June 21, 
1866. Its functions comprise topographic 
and hydrographic surveys in foreign 
waters and on the high seas; the collec- 
tion and dissemination of hydrographic 
and navigational information and data; 
preparation and printing by its own per- 
sonnel and with its own equipment, of 
maps and charts relating to and required 
in navigation, including confidential, 
strategical, and tactical charts required 
for naval operations and maneuvers; 
the preparation and issue of sailing di- 
rections (pilots), light list, pilot charts, 
navigational manuals, periodicals, and 
radio broadcasts for the use of all ves- 
sels of the United States and for the 
benefit and use of navigation generally ; 
the furnishing of the foregoing to the 
Navy and other public services, and the 
sale to the mercantile marine of all na- 
tions and to the general public, at the 
cost of printing and paper. 

“It maintains intimate relations with 
the hydrographic offices of all foreign 
countries and with the International 
Hydrographic Bureau, Monaco and 
(through branch hydrographic offices 
and sales agents) with mariners and 
the general public. 

“The Hydrographic Office prepares spe- 
cial charts for the use of aviators, cov- 
ering the coastal areas of the United 
States and foreign countries; dissemi- 
nates through notices to aviators, infor- 
mation relative to aids to aerial navi- 
gation and aviation facilities; prepares 
and publishes plotting sheets, plotting 
instruments, and navigational tables 
especially designed for aviation use; and 
carries out research into the science of 
aerial navigation. 

“The Hydrographic Office cooperates 
with the National Academy of Sciences 
by conducting research work in ocean- 
ography, especially in soundings and in 
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the collection of the temperatures of the 
surface of the sea. 

“The functions of the Coast and Geo- 
detic Survey in the Department of Com- 
merce are similar, if not identical, to 
those of the Hydrographic Office of the 
Navy, except that the activities of the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey are confined 
to the coasts of the United States and 
its insular possessions whereas the work 
of the Hydrographic Office is largely con- 
fined to foreign waters and on the high 
seas. A large portion of the data used 
by the Hydrographic Office is obtained 
from foreign countries in exchange for 
similar information with respect to 
United States possessions. 

“The Navy Hydrographic Office and 
the Coast and Geodetic Survey each 
maintains separate printing and litho- 
graphic plants for the production of their 
charts. There seems to be no logical 
reason for the maintenance of these sep- 
arate plants in two different Federal 
establishments which perform the same 
major functions although in a different 
field of operation. 

“The Hydrographie Office should con- 
tinue to render the same service to the 
Navy that it does under the present 
arrangement, and the Navy should con- 
tinue to gather and furnish the same 
data to the Department of Commerce 
for use in the preparation and correc- 
tion of charts and other nautical infor- 
mation as it now furnishes to the Hy- 
drographie Office. 

“It is proposed to transfer the Hy- 
drographic Office from the Navy Depart- 
ment to the Coast and Geodetic Survey 
in the Department of Commerce, and it 
is recommended that legislation be en- 
acted to abolish the Hydrographic Office 
and vest its powers and duties in the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey. 

“Great Lakes Survey—tThe survey of 
northern and northwestern lakes is con- 
ducted by the United States Lake Sur- 
vey Office, Detroit, Michigan. The work 
is under the direction of the Office of 
the Chief of Engineers of the War De- 
partment and the appropriation is car- 
ried under the heading of Rivers and 
Harbors. For the fiscal year 1933 the 
wording in the appropriation act is as 
follows: 

“*For survey of northern and north- 
western lakes, and other boundary and 
connecting waters as heretofore au- 
thorized, including the preparation, 
correction, printing, and issuing of 
charts and bulletins and the investiga- 
tion of lake levels.’ 

“The survey of northern and north- 
western lakes covers the American wa- 
ters of the Great Lakes and their con- 
necting and outflow rivers from St. 
Regis, on the St. Lawrence River, to the 
heads of Lakes Michigan and Superior; 
the natural navigable waters of the New 
York State canals; Lake Champlain; 
and Lake of the Woods and other 
boundary and connecting waters between 
said lake and Lake Superior. The oper- 
ations have also been extended to wa- 
ters to include main-traveled courses for 
American commerce, and boundary riv- 
ers where surveys were essential to the 
integrity of navigation charts. 

“The work consists of ascertainment 
and charting of depths in all significant 
regions; triangulation and precise level- 
ing needed to control the areas under 
survey; river-discharge measurements; 
investigations of lake levels; magnetic 
surveys in and near main vessel courses ; 
prompt examination of areas where ob- 
structions to navigation have been re- 
ported; hydrographic and topographic 
surveys required for the publication of 
navigation charts; the preparation and 
publication of charts and bulletins, sup- 
plements, and notices to mariners re- 
quired for continuous and safe naviga- 
tion, including revision and reissue of 
old charts. 

“A review of the foregoing functions 
clearly indicates that these activities 
conducted by the Corps of Engineers of 
the War Department are practically 
identical to the activities of the Hy- 
drographic Office of the Navy Depart- 
ment and those of the Coast and Geo- 
detic Survey of the Department of Com- 
merce, except that the field of activity 
lies in a different area. There appears

Signal Corps 

Signal Service of the Army is the only 
appropriation item concerned.

It 
is estimated that about $330,000,000 will 
be expended during that fiscal year. 

In general, the estimates for 1934 pro- 
vide for operating the fleet under the 
approved force operating plan and sched- 
ule of employment, maintaining the same 
enlisted strength of the Navy as for the 
present year, a reduction in the enlisted 
strength of the Marine Corps to an aver- 
age of 13,600 men; completing the mod- 
ernization of the Mississippi and New 
Merico, and continuing work on the 
Idaho; continuing at a normal rate of 
progress work on ships now under con- 
struction; to commence work on one 8- 
inch cruiser to be laid down in Janu- 
ary, 1933, another such cruiser to be 
laid down in January, 1934, and four 
destroyers to be laid down during 1934; 
the commissioning of newly constructed 
vessels as they may be completed during 
1934, and to provide for continuation of 
publie works projects in progress of con- 
struction, but no new projects are pro- 
vided for. 

The decrease of $10,900,000 in the esti- 
mates for 1934 compared with the ap- 
propriations for 1933 involves decreases 
of $12,675,000 in the current and ordi- 
nary operating expenses, 10,240,000 for 
public works, $9,450,000 for moderniza- 
tion of battle ships, and an increase of 
$21,437,000 for Increase of the Navy. 
These figures are exclusive of the. de- 
erease of $8,357,815 due to the continu- 
ation of certain provisions of the econ- 
omy act during the fiscal year 1934. The 
principal reductions pertaining to ordi- 
nary maintenance and operating expenses 
are due to the reduction in enlisted 
strength of the Marine Corps, and a re- 
duction in the estimated amounts that 
will be required for labor based on the 
assumption that the wages of navy yard 
employees will be fixed by wage boards 
for 1934 as contemplated by the act ap- 
proved July 16, 1862. 


Annual appropriations: 
Office of the Secretary 
The net decrease of $411,195 is chief- 
ly due to transfer of items from the ap- 
propriation “Miscellaneous Expenses” 
(Pay, Miscellaneous) to appropriations 
under other bureaus or offices. 
Bureau of Navigation 
The increase of $27,891 is chiefly due 
to the establishment of the new appropri- 
ation “Training, Education, and Wel- 
fare,” under which several old appropri- 
ations have been consolidated and to 
which items from appropriations of other 
bureaus or offices have been transferred. 
Under the estimate for organizing the 
Naval Reserve, funds have been included 
to provide for restoration of the 15-day 
training cruise which was suspended 
during the fiscal year 1933, but a re- 
duction is made in the amount contem- 
plated for pay for drills. 


Bureau of Engineering 

The decrease of $1,395,450 involves a 
reduction in labor costs and curtailment 
of the program for alterations in the 
nature of improvements, and an increase 
in funds for the purpose of completing 
purchase of certain radio control patents. 

Bureau of Construction and Repair 

The decrease of $1,518,400 is due prin- 
cipally to a reduction in labor costs and 
reductions in the schedule of alterations 
and repairs in the nature of improve- 
ments of vessels. 


Bureau of Ordnance 

The reduction of $1,028,300 is princi- 
pally due to reduction in labor costs and 
amounts required for maintenance of sta- 
tions. 

Bureau of supplies and Accounts 

The reduction of $1,250,357 is due prin- 
cipally to reduction in labor costs, re- 
duction in the cost of rations and a re- 
duction in the amount to be transferred 
from the clothing fund, and involves in- 
creases on account of additional com- 
missioned personnel due to the commis-

Bureau of Medicine and Surge 
The decrease of $164,705 is due pring. 
pally to a reduction in labor costs. 
Bureau of Yards and Docks

the deferment of maintenance and repajr 
work not absolutely essential, and a m 
duction in the amount for public works, 
The reduction of $10,000,000 under emer. 
gency construction is due to the non-r. 
curring item of that amount contained jp 
the emergency relief and construction a¢t 
of 1932. 
Bureau of Aeronautics 
The reduction of $3,300,570 is due part. 
ly to a reduction in labor costs and part. 
ly to a reduction in the amounts required 
for maintenance and operation of air. 
craft and air stations. The 1933 appro 
priation contained an item of $1,450,00 
to complete the second rigid airship, thus 
no funds are required for this purpose 
during 1934. 
Naval Academy 
The reduction of $421,979 is due prin. 
cipally to a reduction in labor costs and 
to a reduction in the number of profes 
sors required on account of a less num. 
ber of midshipmen at the academy. 
Marine Corps 
The reduction of $1,307,437 is due 
chiefly to a reduction in the average ep 
listed strength of the Marine Corps to 
13,600 men for the fiscal year 1934, and 
to a reduction in the cost of rations and 
labor. 
Modernization of Battleships 
The reduction of $9,450,000 is due to 
the reduced requirements for the fiscal 
year 1934 for this purpose and also to 
a reduction in labor costs. 
Increase of the Navy 
The increase of $21,437,000 is neces 
sary in order to carry forward work on 
ships now underway and those to bk 
later laid down as stated above. In ar 
riving at the amount necessary for this 
purpose the balance to be carried for 
ward from the fiscal year 1933 was taken 
into consideration as well as a consider- 
able reduction in the estimated expendi- 
tures for labor. 
Salaries, Navy Department 
The reduction of $57,280 is due toa 
reduction in the number of civilian per- 
sonnel required in the department here 
in Washington. 
Contingent and Miscellaneous Expenses 
The reduction of $114,000 is due priz 
cipally to a non-recurring item of $110; 
000 contained in the appropriation for 
1933 for the astrographic laboratory & 
the Naval Observatory.

fect. In ships laid down or appropriated 
for since the Washington treaty, the 
United States is ranked a poor last. 
Forty naval vessels totaling 197,640 
tons have been laid down or appropri- 
ated for during this period by the 
United States, during which time Great 
Britain laid down or appropriated for 
148,000 totaling 472,238 tons, Japan, 164 
yessels totaling 410,467 tons, France, 196 
vessels of 507,737 tons, and Italy, 140 
yessels of 281,872. 

A statement on combatant ships in 
commission of the three navies party to 
the London treaty is given as follows: 

“1, Of 15 United States battleships, 
11 are in full commission, 1 in reduced 
commission, and 3 in reduced commission 
being modernized. Of 15 British capital 
ships, all are in full commission except 
1 battleship under refit in reserve. Of 
10 Japanese capital ships, all are fully 
manned. 

“)? Three United States aircraft car- 
riers are in full commission. Of 6 Brit- 
ish aircraft carriers, 3 are in full com- 
mission and 3 in reserve commission un- 
dergoing refit. Four Japanese aircraft 
earriers are fully manned. 

“2. Seventeen out of 19 British heavy 
cruisers are in full commission; the 
other 2 are in reserve commission; 12 
Japanese heavy cruisers are fully man- 
ned; 8 United States heavy cruisers are 
in full commission, and 1 more will be 
commissioned in November, 1932. 

“4, Of 10 United States light cruisers, 

all are in full commission. Of 33 British 
light cruisers, 25 are in full commission 
audi 8 are in reserve commission. Twenty 
Japanese light cruisers are _ fully 
manned. 
“5. The United States has one cruiser, 
second class, in full commission. Japan 
has seven cruisers, second class, fully 
manned. 

“6. Of destroyer leaders, the United 
States has none. Of 16 British destroyer 
leaders, 10 are in full commission and 
6 are in reserve commission. Japan has 
24 destroyer leaders fully manned. 

‘7. Of 101 destroyers, the United 
States has 72 in full commission, 10 in 
reduced commission, and 19 rotating re- 
serve. Of 121 British destroyers, 74 are 
in full commission and 47 in reserve com- 
mission. Highty Japanese destroyers 
are fully manned. 

“8. Of 54 United States submarines, 
#2 are in full commission, 11 are in ro- 
tating reserve, and 1 is in reduced com- 
mission. Of 52 British submarines, 44 
are in full commission and 8 in reserve 
commission. Sixty-two Japanese sub- 
marines are fully manned.” 

All of the United States vessels listed 
are in full commission, it is declared, 
but, except submarines, are operating 
with only about 85 per cent of their en- 
listed complements. Of the Japanese ves- 
sels, some are classed as being in reserve, 
but are fully manned. 

_ Concluding his discussion of compara- 
tive naval strength, Secretary Adams de- 
clares : 

“The foregoing tables clearly show 
that our present building program does 
hot provide for— 

“(a) A treaty navy. 

“(b) Replacement of overage vessels. 

“(e) Rectifying our already seriously 
impaired position relative to other signa- 
tories to the naval treaties nor for pre- 
ne further undermining of that pos- 

lon.” 

“The private shipbuilding industry in 
the United States is in serious condition, 
due to almost complete lack of work 
tither commercial or governmental. Per- 
manent injury to this vital industry 
Would mean serious impairment to the 
national defense and to the maritime and 
general economic welfare.of the country. 

Officers of the Army and Navy are 
Working together on all problems affect- 
Ing their common interest with a view 
‘0 their most effective solution, both 
from an economic standpoint.” 

Naval expenditures for the fiscal year 
“= Were greatly under the amount 
‘iginally estimated, Secretary Adams 
Teported. 

a The estimated expenditure for the 

‘al year 1932 which was reported to 
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you in my last annual report was $386,- 
000,000” he stated. Actually, from latest 
figures available, the expenditure was 
$353,628,362, or approximately $33,000,- 
000 less than the estimated amount. This 
is due to underexpenditures as follows: 

“(a) Increase of the Navy: $14,172,- 
000, due to—(1) No expenditures made 
for six destroyers for which moneys had 
been included in the appropriation acts. 
(2) Reduction in expenditures on vessels 
building in naval establishments, due to 
need of economy. (3) Reduction in ex- 
penditures on account of delays in pro- 
curement and delivery of material, due 
primarily to changes in design for the 
purpose of incorporating improvements 
of military characteristics based on ex- 
perience, experimentation, and research. 
(4) Reduction in costs of materials. (5) 
Nonpayment of obligations due to un- 
settled royalty litigation pending in the 
Court of Claims. 

“(b) Other appropriations: $18,199,- 
638, due primarily to balances in the 
several appropriations which must be 
kept available to meet outstanding obli- 
gations and, to a minor extent, unforseen 
contingencies. 

“With regard to ‘Increase of the Navy’ 
it might be noted that there was avail- 
able $77,507,412, that the estimated ex- 
penditure was $53,375,000, and that the 
actual expenditure was $39,203,000, or 
$14,172,000 less than estimated as pre- 
viously noted. 

“The subject of curtailment of expendi- 
tures was under constant consideration 
throughout the year and the Navy De- 
partment endeavored to cooperate fully 
with the Director of the Bureau of the 
Budget, other departments of the Gov- 


ernment, and the Congress with that 
end in view. Many suggestions were 


made and considered and are a matter 
of record. 

“For the fiscal years 1931 and 1932 it 
is estimated that a total of about $17,- 
000,000 will be covered back into the 
Treasury, or an average of $8,500,000 as 
compared with an average for the pre- 
vious five years of approximately $4,900,- 


“Curtailment of expenditures has been 
made principally at the expense of the 
fighting fleet. Among the more impor- 
tant items are: (@) Reduction in the 
number of ships in full commission. (}) 
Reduction in the number of enlisted men 
the crews of ships. (c) Reduction in the 
number of Marines in the Marine Corps. 
(ad) Curtailment of the building pro- 
gram. (e) Curtailment in alterations to 
ships.” 

Other extracts from the report follow: 

“The conduct of the United States 
naval forces in the Shanghai area during 
this trying period was highly creditable. 
The tact and ability displayed by them 
in meeting various trying situations is 
deserving of the highest praise.” 

“It is believed that Naval Reserves 
who in the past have made their sum- 
mer training cruises on board vessels 
on the Great Lakes could be better 
trained by making these cruises in ships 
of the fleet.” 

“The performance of the destroyers 
has in general been satisfactory during 
the year. All but 13 will be over age 
within the next 4 months and all but 3 
will be over age in 1933. Two have 12 
years, 25 have 11 years, and 15 have 10 
years continuous commissioned service. 
All of these are showing marked de- 
terioration due to age and service. The 
extent of work to keep these destroyers 
in active commission for peace-time re- 
quirements has increased from year to 
year, with a corresponding increase in 
cost, and will continue progressively as 
the destroyers become older. Unless steps 
are taken to replace gradually these old 
destroyers, by 1935 the destroyer force 
of the United States Fleet will be in 
efficiency below the standard set by 
other powers signatory to the Washing- 
ton and London treaties.” ? 

“There is no provision of law for th 
retirement of officers of the Staff Corps 
by reason of length of commissioned ser- 
vice, as is now provided for officers of 
the line in the various grades. 

“It is hoped that Congress will make 
the retirement provisions of the 1932 ap- 
propriation act applicable to the Staff 
Corps, and that it will also provide for 





the retirement of officers of the Staff 
Corps who have been passed over by 
selection boards, whose retention on the 
active list makes difficult appropriate as- 
signment of duty because of their ad- 
vanced age in grade. An equally detri- 
mental effect of the retention of these 
officers is felt in the resultant limitation 
placed upon the amount of new blood 
that may be admitted into the lower 
grades of each Staff Corps.” 

“The Hydrographic Office furnishes the 
Navy with services which are of great 
value in time of peace and indispensable 
in time of war.” 

“Like the Hydrographic Office, the 
Naval Observatory is essential to the 
Navy and an integral part thereof.” 

“While funds available for overhaul of 
vessels of the fleet have not taken care 
of all necessary repair work, the most 
possible has been accomplished with the 
funds available. Based upon the returns 
extending over one full year, the repair 
bill on the ships in commission. with the 
overhaul interval increased from 12 
months to 18 months, has been increased 
by only about 30 per cent, instead of by 
50 per cent, as might naturally be anti- 
cipated. This is striking evidence of the 
economy of the change in overhaul in- 
terval and shows the efficiency of the re- 
pair facilities afloat. 

“In accordance with the department’s 
policy of rigid economy, alterations have 
been restricted during the past year to 
those of utmost importance and imme- 
diate necessity. Many requested altera- 
tions of unquestionable military value 
have had to be disapproved.” 

“The continuous service of the Joint 
Board provides the most effective and 
economical method of coordinating the 
Army and Navy in all phases of national 
defense. Originally established in 1903, 
it was reorganized in 1919 and deficien- 
cies of the previous set-up corrected.” 

Charged with study and recommenda- 
tion upon all subjects affecting jointly 
the development and employment of 
naval aviation and the Army Air Corps, 
the Aeronautical Board continues to af- 
ford the required effective means of co- 
ordinating the two services and avoiding 
duplication. 





Admiral Pratt’s Report 


Extracts .from the annual report of 
Admiral William V. Pratt, Chief of 
Naval Operations, follows: 

During the past year the Navy has 
been faced with the need for stringent 
economy. The cost of operation and 
maintenance of the forces afloat has been 
cut to the lowest point consistent with 
national security. Our shore stations, 
building and training programs, repair 
and alteration schedules, and the person- 
nel situation have been reviewed several 
times and cuts made where it has been 
possible to do so. It is difficult to see 
where further cuts can be made without 
impairing the efficiency of the naval ser- 
vice, or if any of our navy yards can be 
closed without affecting the present un- 
employment situation. 

The strength of the principal navies 
of the world is at present fixed by the 
Washington and London treaties. Due to 
their continuing and well-rounded’ pro- 
grams of naval construction, the other 
principal navies are in general up to 
treaty strength with relatively new ships. 
For lack of such a program the United 
States Navy is not up to strength in 
certain classes, and in others our ships 
are largely obsolescent. 


Employment Schedules and Fleet Main- 
tenance and Improvement 
Demands for economy and curtailment 
of funds have been so drastic that, in 
order to provide for even the most mod- 
est of building programs, it has become 
necessary to abandon for the present 
practically the entire improvement pro- 
gram. Funds for maintenance are at a 
premium. It is necessary that forces 
afloat redouble their efforts toward main- 
taining existing vessels and installations 
in efficient operating condition. Later, 
if improvements are to be accomplished, 
it will be necessary for Congress to au- 
thorize an increase in statutory limit on 
capital ships.

IT IS TO BH EXPECTED THAT if Congress, in addition to continuing the 
restrictions imposed by the Economy Act, shall adopt the recommendation of the 
President cutting the pay of civilian employes of the Federal Government by 
eleven per cent, an effort will be made to apply the reduction to the personnel of 
the Army, the Navy and the Marine Corps. It can be said now that such an effort 
will be in direct conflict with the views of Mr. Hoover and his administrative 
assistants. The legislation dealing with this matter, which is proposed in the 
Budget Message, was formulated only atcer thorough consideration, not only of 
civilian pay but of the pay schedules of the Services. It was recognized that during 
the period of prosperity the advances made in wages and salaries were not reflected 
in the compensation granted to the commissioned and enlisted personnel It was 
further recognized that the provisions of the Economy Act emphasized the relative 
injustice suffered by the personnel of the Armed Forces. In order to correct as 
far as possible, in these days of depression, the admitted errors of policy which 
have been committed, it was determined that fairness demanded the elimination 
of the Services from the straight pay cut proposal. 

It is to be hoped Congress will take the same view as has the Chief Executive, 
and even will go to the extent of removing the injustices which the application of 
the Economy Act imposes. Those injustices were described in the annual report 
of the Chief of Staff, and their adjustment would be only the decent thing for 
the great Government of the United States to do. Moreover, and this is a point 
that Congress should not forget, efficiency depends largely upon compensation, 
sufficient for the support of a man and his family, and to fail to provide it is to 
lead inevitably to that lowering of morale, which is harmful to the effectiveness 
of the Army and Navy. 


THE REDUCTION IN THE ENLISTED STRENGTH of the Marine Corps 
proposed by the President in his budget, will greatly hamper the ability of that 
historic organization to discharge the heavy duties laid upon its shoulders by 
custom and law. Aside from the necessity of providing mobile forces with which 
to land for the protection of American life and property, the Marine Corps has a 
distinct place in the operation of a man-of-war and at bases, and that place cannot 
be filled except at the expense of the withdrawal of bluejackets from their own 
duties. The effect of the Marine Corps cut, therefore, is to weaken not only the 
Corps but the Fleet, which is the first line of the Nation’s defense. It is further 
clear that if the reduction in the Marine Corps strength be approved, and this in 
the face of the deserved popularity of that organization, the next step will be 
curtailment of the personne] of the Army and the Navy. In short, the process of 
chiseling has begun, and the interests of National Defense demand that it shall 


be stopped. 


THERE ARE OTHER CUTS, too, in the Budget which Congress should refuse 
to consider. We refer to those affecting the National Guard, the Reserves, the 
Citizens Military Training camps and the reenlistment bonus for the regular forces. 
General MacArthur has stated that he is unalterably opposed to any reduction or 
weakening of our man power, and that would be the consequence of the adoption 
of the Budget recommendations. The National Guard must have sufficient drills 
in order to provide any degree of efficiency. The Reserves must be trained, or 
their usefulmess is gone. The inculcation of citizenship in the youth of the Nation 
is of great importance in these days of communism. The abolition of the reenlist- 
ment bonus will mean that many men the Government should have in its service, 
will seek civilian employment, and efficiency will suffer. We can expect little in 
the way of disregard of the Budget proposals from the Collins Sub-Committee on 
Appropriations, but we believe members on the Floor will have something to say 
about the matter, and certainly the House Military Committee should consider the 
effect of cuts upon the deliberate policies it has approved. We are confident the 
Senate will continue to display that wisdom which has marked its course in the past. 











THE IMPENDING FAILURE OF THE GENEVA Conference demonstrates 
the falsity of the charge that experts are responsible for the lack of progress in 
international negotiations for disarmament or the limitation of armaments. The 
American and all other delegations to that Conference were made up of civilians, 
some of whom avowedly pacifist, and the Army and Navy officers assigned to assist 
them were completely under their control. In fact, for months past the world 
has seen the spectacle of a super-Ambassador, Norman Davis, running between 
London, .Paris, Rome and Geneva, sounding ovt, proposing and discussing this, 
that or the other armament limitation plan, an! the experts, who would be able 
to translate into terms of power the suggestions advanced, have nowhere appeared 
in the picture. The Conference is on the final stretch of the road to failure because 
of the complex and dangerous national questions which exist and which must be 
solved in advance of the curtailment of security measures. Perhaps, also, the 
absence of technical advice by men who know the needs of their respective countries 
has been a contributing factor. There is much in the following statement made 
by Sir Austen Chamberlain in Parliament a month ago: “If you consult military, 
naval and air experts as to what conditions are required for your safety, you place 
upon them a great responsibility. They will answer you according to their knowl- 
edge, and will, if I know anything about them, not understate the insurance you 
ought to make, because, if there is any understatement and anything afterwards 
goes wrong, the responsibility will be theirs. But the ultimate decision does not 
rest with the military, naval and air experts; it rests with the politicians. They 
have to take their risks also, and they have to take a wider, broader view than 
it is proper that the experts should take when advising upon their particular 

lems.” The American people should understand that neither the Army nor

E. A. W.—An honorably discharged 
ex-service man of the Army is entitled 
to admittance to any of the soldiers’ 
homes. He, however, must be unable to 
work and must trace a disability to his 
service. Application for admittance to 
the homes can be made either direct to 
the Superintendent of the home or to 
the Director, National Home Service, 
Veterans Administration, Washington, 
D. C. At the present time the homes 
are crowded and the requirements as to 
service connected disability are strictly 
enforced. In order to receive a pension 
for Army service it would be necessary 
to trace present disability to service in 
the Army.

A. S. R.—Membership in the National 
Guard (not in federal service) does not 
count for relative rank. Commissioned 
service in the National Guard in federal 
service does not count for rank. The 
period during which a person held a com- 
mission in the National Guard (not in 
federal service) prior to the pay act of 
1922 counts to some extent for pay pur 
poses.

Service Pay Situation—Although President Hoover excluded the military services 
from his proposed pay cut of eleven per cent of all incomes above $1,000 a year, 
the provisions of the economy act which affect the pay and leave of service per- 
sonnel are recommended for continuation. 

In connection with the proposed pay cut, some uncertainty was at first evi- 
denced as to whether or not the Coast Guard would be classified as a civilian 
service and come within the proposed eleven per cent additional pay cut. It was 
soon pointed out, however, that the basic Coast Guard law (Act of Congress of 
Jan. 28, 1915) definitely states that the Coast Guard is a part of the military 
forces of the United States. 

The terms of the legislation proposed by Mr. Hoover are specific in their 
intent that the pay of the military services shall not be cut. The President’s bill 
states: 

“During the fiscal year ending June 30, 1934— 

“(a) The compensation for each civilian office, position, or employment in 
any branch or service of the United States Government or the government of the 
District of Columbia is hereby reduced as follows: Compensation at an annual 
rate of $1,000 or less shall be exempt from reduction; and compensation at an 
annual rate in excess of $1,000 shall be reduced by eleven per centum of the 
amount thereof in excess of $1,000. 

“(b) The term ‘compensation’ shall be defined and computed as provided in 
subsections (b) and (c) of section 104 of Part II of the act entitled ‘An act making 
appropriations for the Legislative branch of the Government for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1933, and for other purposes,’ approved June 30, 1932, in so far as 
such subscriptions are applicable to any civilian office, position, or employment.” 

It is understood that the President’s theory in the pay cut proposal was to 
return pay schedules to approximately those prevailing in 1926 and inasmuch as 
the military services have had no increases since 1908 while the civilian salaries 
have forged ahead it was logical that they should have no cut. 

Representative Byrns, chairman of the House appropriation committee, lost 
no time, however, in making it clear that if there is to be a_ pay cut, it is his 
belief that the military services should take the same percentage of reductions as 
the others. 

Hearings were started on the reduction proposals this week, and while all 
of the various civilian services had representatives appearing before the committee 
to defend their interests the services were not represented. In response to inquiries, 
Admiral Pratt, chief of naval operations, pointed out that the service pay situation 
is well known to the members of Congress and that the services would have to 
depend on their fair mindedness without attempting to “get into politics.” 

The legislation proposed a number of modifications of the laws governing 
veterans relief. At the War Department it was said that none of these affect the 
regular services, except insofar as they might bring about a reduction in the 
number of officers on the Emergency Officers Retired list carried in the Army 
Register. Also it was pointed out, there are a number of Army retired enlisted 
men who resigned from the army retired list to go on the emergency officers list. 
If they are turned down on the re-examinations proposed by the President, it is 
probable that steps will have to be taken to restore them to their places on the 


retired enlisted men’s list.

Degree for USNA Graduates.—aA bill to authorize the United States Naval Academy 
to confer the degree of bachelor of science upon graduates was introduced in the 
House this week at the request of the Navy Department. The measure, HR 13367, 
has been referred to the Naval Affairs Committee. 

“It is anticipated that in June, 1933,” Secretary Adams declares in a letter 
to the Speaker of the House, “one-half of the graduating class only will recejye 
their commissions, the remainder will have to go into civilian life. In future 
years it is probable that a number of each graduating class will be unable to get 
commissions as Ensigns. In addition to these there are each year several graduates 
who are required to resign on graduation by reason of physical defects such ag 
defective vision. 

“The degree of Bachelor of Science will be a great aid to these graduates 
in civil life. 

“Considering the entrance requirements and the curriculum at the Naval 
Academy, that Institution as a technical school is comparable with our leading 
engineering schools which confer such degrees upon their graduates. Its course 
is equal to a four year college course and is so considered by the universities and 
colleges to which its post graduate students are sent. 

“The Naval Academy diploma alone is assurance of ability and worth along 
lines of mental, physical and character development, to those acquainted with the 
activities of the Academy, but those graduates who leave the service will come 
in contact with many people unacquainted with that Institution and who will not 
place the value upon the diploma that it justly deserves. A degree of Bachelor 
of Science will materially assist such graduates in seeking employment, as well 
as their admission into schools of higher education. Such a degree will give 
midshipmen something to strive for when a commission is unlikely and will without 
question raise the efficiency of the Naval Academy. 

“The enactment of this legislation will result in no cost to the Government.”

Navy Priority List.—A list of legislative projects, giving the Navy Department’s 
view as their relative importance, was submitted to Congress this week. Ten 
public and 13 private bills or proposed bills were described as “essential legisla- 
tion,” while 25 measures were included as “desirable legislation” in the Navy's 
priority list. 

Heading the list but designated as “No. 2” was the Marine Corps promotion 
bill, now on the House calendar. The first place on the list, as well as the third, 
were left blank, and in the covering letter from the Secretary of the Navy accom- 
panying the list, it was said that these were omitted as the proposed bills were 
still under consideration at the Bureau of the Budget, and would be submitted 
when and if approved. 

Conjecture as to the nature of these two proposals was that they provided 
for new construction, but no definite information was available. It was said that 
the Staff Corps promotion bill, providing for amendment of the equalization act 
of 1926, and instituting enforced retirement for Staff officers who have been 
passed over, has not yet gone to the Bureau of the Budget, but is still at the Navy 
Department being whipped into proper legislative form. 

The fourth item in the “essential” group is HR 6676 the naval oil reserve bill. 
No. 5 is HR 11091, relating to the acquisition of merchant marine ships in time of 
war, while No. 6 is a proposed bill which would authorize the transfer of real estate 
between the Army and Navy to allow the Navy to take over the whole of the 
North Island air station from the Army. No. 7 is HR 7428, to effect greater 
secrecy of inventions useful to national defense. No. 8 is a bill introduced this 
week, which would extend to the Staff Corps the retirement privileges allowed 
to line officers who fail upon promotion to lieutenant commanders. No. 9 is HR 
5348 to liberalize the laws applying to employment of retired officers. No. 10 is 
HR 8678 providing additional commanders and captains in the Naval Reserve. 

The following private bills are listed as “essential” legislation: HR 10891; 
HR 692; HR 820; HR 3607; HR 11905; HR 11903; HR 8809; HR 10114; HR 10116; 
HR 12566; two bills for the relief of Col. R. B. Putnam and Capt. G. W. Steele; 
and two bills for the relief of enlisted men who lost effects in fires at Hampton 
Roads and the Eureka Radio Station. 

The items on the list described as “desirable legislation” include: HR 6312, 
to allow the counting of certain service during the World War for promotion to 
chief warrant rank; a proposed bill to provide for age in grade retirement for 
officers of the Naval Reserve; and a bill to authorize the award of a degree of 
Bachelor of Science to graduates of the Naval Academy.

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War Department Estimates 
(Continued from Page 292) 

the Air Corps in 1934 is $1,829,096 in 
excess of the availability for 1933. With 
the amount estimated for appropriation 
for 1934, plus the contract authorization, 
provision is made for the procurement 
of 375 new airplanes, at a total cost of 
$8,480,367, of which $8,145,942 is charge- 
able to the appropriation for Army Air 
Corps and $334,425 to that for the Or- 
ganized Reserves. Of the $8,480,367 for 
new airplanes, $7,614,522 is exclusively 
for combat airplanes. It is estimated 
that the Air Corps of the Regular Army 
will have approximately 1,537 airplanes 
on hand or on order on June 30, 1934. 
The present program calls for a total of 
1,648 airplanes for the Regular Army. 

The 1934 estimate provides for an 
average of 200 flying hours per qualified 
airplane pilot and in addition makes pro- 
vision for the maintenance and operation 
of Air Corps depots and stations, service 
tests of new airplanes, spare parts, 
equipment and accessories, and for re- 
search and development work on prac- 
tically the same basis as that provided 
for the fiscal year 1933. 


Medical Department 
Provides for the medical and hospital 
department of the Army, including hos- 
pital care of Panama Canal Zone garri- 
sons, and the maintenance and operation 
(except cost of personnel) of the Army 
Medical Museum and Library. The net 
increase in 1934 amounts to $9,523 for 
medical and hospital supplies. 
Corps of Engineers 
Embraces items for engineer depots, 
school, equipment of troops, operations 
in the field, and military surveys and 
maps, heretofore appropriated for se- 
parately but consolidated in this Budget 
under the title “Engineer service, Army.” 
The net increase of $10,600 results from 
various small increases and decreases in 
the items covered by this appropriation. 
Ordnance Department 
Comprises appropriation items for ord- 
nance service and supplies (including 
the procurement of ammunition for sea- 
coast guns heretofore provided for under 
the appropriations for “Seacoast de- 
fenses”), the maintenance and operation 
of Rock Island Arsenal bridges, the re- 
pair of arsenals, and the development 
and procurement of gauges, dies, and 
jigs for manufacture. The net increase 
for 1934 is $15,445. This small increase 
results from a number of increases and 
decreases and the substitution of new 
projects in the place of others to be com- 
pleted during 1933. 
Chemical Warfare Service 
Excluding savings under the 1933 econ- 
omy act and similar savings proposed 
for 1934, the 1934 estimate is the same 
as the appropriation for 1933. 
Chiets of Infantry, Cavalry, Field Artil- 
lery, and Coast Artillery 
Includes the service schools of these 
four branches of the Army. The net 
decrease in 1934 of $1,967 results from a 
decrease of $3,677 in the requirements 
of the Infantry School and increases in 
those of the Cavalry School of $310 and 
of the Field Artillery School of $1,400, 
respectively. 
in Seacoast Defenses 
_ This embraces, for the United States, 
insular possessions, and Panama Canal, 
the construction, maintenance, and re 
pair of fixed fortifications; the procure- 
ment, installation, and maintenance of 
fire-control systems, searchlights, and 
submarine mine defenses ; installation of 
fixed antiaircraft defenses; and the pro- 
curement and maintenance of ordnance 
and ordnance material. Various phases 
of the work are handled by the Corps of 
Engineers, the Signal Corps, the Coast 
Artillery Corps, and the Ordnance De- 
partment. The Budget decrease for 1934 
amounts to $238,799, net, divided as fol- 
lows: United States, increase $20,147; 


insular possessions, decrease $134,790: 
and Panama Canal, decrease $124,156. 
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These amounts are the results of a num- 
ber of increases and decreases affecting 
30 objects of expenditure and fall prin- 
cipally in two classes—nonrecurring 
items and items which can be postponed. 


United States Military Academy 

Under this head fall the pay and al- 
lowances of cadets and civilian employ- 
ees, and the maintenance, operation, and 
repair of the academy. The net increase 
in 1934 is $64,611, and is principally for 
maintenance and repair of building and 
roads. An average of 1,236 cadets is 
provided for. 

Militia Bureau 

Under this head provision is made for 
the entire cost to the Federal Govern- 
ment for the equipment, maintenance, 
and training of the National Guard, ex- 
cept the pay and allowances of commis- 
sioned officers of the Regular Army and 
the pay of enlisted men of the Regular 
Army detailed as instructors. The Bud- 
get estimate for 1984 shows a net de- 
crease below 1933 of $3,590,032. 

This net decrease results from _ in- 
creases and decreases in the following 
items: Forage, $376,352, decrease, due 
to reduced prices; compensation of help, 
$185,753, decrease, due to adoption of a 
plan of having each animal caretaker 
eare of 12 instead of 8 animals ; expenses 
of camps of instruction, $1,905,627, in- 
crease, due to estimated increase of 19 
per cent in camp attendance; expenses 
of selected guardsmen at Regular Army 
service schools, $55,800, increase, to pro- 
vide for an increased number of stu- 
dents; general expenses, equipment and 
instruction, $57,792, net increase, result- 
ing from reduction of $8,660 for target 
range keepers, an increase of $21,000 in 
target range construction, $35,452 in- 
crease for gasoline, oil, and grease for 
training with aircraft, increasing inac- 
tive duty flying hours from 96 to 125 
hours per pilot, and $10,000 increase for 
correspondence courses of instruction; 
traveling expenses, $21,739, decrease; 
pay of property and disbursing officers, 
$1,500, increase; expenses of sergeant 
instructors, $11,550, decrease, due to a 
reduction of 15 in the number of ser- 
geant instructors; pay for armory drills, 
$4,652,314, decrease, due to a reduction 
in the number of pay drills from a mini- 
mum of 48 to a minimum of 24; and for 
arms, uniforms, and equipment for field 
service a net decrease of $363,043, re- 
sulting from an increase of $122,158 for 
Air Corps equipment. and decreases of 
$246.531 for ammunition. $105,000 for 
ordnance equipment, and $133,670 for 
procurement of airplanes. 

For 1938 provision is made for an 
aggregate authorized strength of 190,211 
officers and men. The actual average 
strength is estimated at about 185,000. 

Organized Reserves 

The net decrease for 1934 is $354,166, 
resulting from decreases of $615,922 in 
the cost of 14-day training camps; $39,- 
097 for Air Corps reserve officers on ac- 
tive duty with the Regular Army Air 
Corps; $38,145 for training manuals; 
$18,330 for purchase of automobiles ; and 
increases of $340,143 for active and in- 
active duty flying, and $17,185 for more 
than 14 days’ training. The Budget es- 
timate makes provision for 14 days’ ac- 
tive-duty training of 16,000 reserve offi- 
cers; for detail of six months each on 
the General Staff of 20 such officers; for 
the detail on active duty for one year 
with tactical units of the Air Corps of 
the Regular Army of 272 reserve pilots; 
for attendance of from 6 to 12 weeks 
of 300 reserve officers at Regular Army 
service schools; and for the detail of 130 
reserve officers as instructors at citizens’ 
military training camps. 

Reserve Officers’ Trainirs Corps 
Decrease in 1934, $165,169, due to a 
reduction in the duration of annual 
camps from 42 to 30 days and a reduc- 
tion in subsistence allowances because 
of reduced commodity costs. The Bud- 
get estimate makes provision for the en- 
rollment and instruction of 127,565 stu- 
dents in Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
units at schools and colleges and the 
training of 7,200 of this number in 30- 
day camps. 

Citizens’ Military Training Camps 

Decrease in 1934, $1,592,619, due to 
reduction in number of trainees at 30- 
day training camps from 37,500 in 1933 


National Board for the Promotion of 
Rifle Practice 

Provision is made under this head for 
quartermaster supplies and services for 
rifle ranges for civilian instruction; for 
the procurement of trophies and medals; 
and for ordnance equipment and ammu- 
nition for civilian rifle clubs. 

The decrease in 1934 of $2,500 is due 
to a reduction in the cost of medals and 
trophies.

the part of the fleet to consider mainte- 
nance requirements to be fully as in- 
flexible and inviolable as any other re- 
quirements of the employment schedules 
will be invaluable in the above. How- 
ever, the tense personnel situation is al- 
most sure to react unfavorably on fleet 
maintenance. Recently the forces afloat 
were given a picture of the personnel 
situation and were requested to submit 
concrete recommendations in regard to 
disposition, training, and upkeep. 

By staggering gunnery training the 
Battle Force seems to be working out a 
satisfactory schedule of tender overhauls 
with the Medusa. To facilitate solution 
of the same problem in the Scouting 
Force, the Vestal was transferred to 
Cruiser Divisions. A comprehensive 
schedule of alongside tender overhauls 
for cruisers has been worked out, and it 
is hoped that material conditions will 
improve and navy-yard costs decrease as 
a result. 

Sino-Japanese Developments 

The Conduct of the United States na- 
val forces in the Shanghai area during 
this trying period was highly creditable. 
In their handling of a delicate situation, 
by the display of the utmost tact and 
ability the commander in chief, Asiatic 
Fieet, Admiral M. M. Taylor, and the 
commander Fourth Regiment, Col. R. S. 
Hooker, averted what might have been 
serious consequences and are deserving 
of the highest praise. 

Conditions in Nicaragua can not be 
said to have shown any marked improve- 
ment during the year, due to the serious 


economic depression and continued 
bandit activities. 
During the past year the Guardia 


forces have had 148 contacts with bandit 
groups, defeating or dispersing them in 
every encounter. Two commissioned of- 
ficers, and three enlisted men of the Ma- 
rine Corps, and one enlisted man of the 
Navy Medical Corps, serving with the 
Guardia Nacional, lost their lives during 
this period. 
Operations of Fleet 

Continued progress is being made in 
the development of tactics for the fleet 
and for each combatant type of vessel. 
Annual fleet concentrations and periodic 
tactical exercises are of the utmost value 
for training the personnel of the fleet. 

The results of the battleship practices 
were satisfactory, there being an im- 
provement in antiaircraft gunnery. The 
New Merico, Idaho, and Mississippi were 
being modernized. The Arkansas and 
Wyoming fired only the elementary prac- 
tices. 

Light cruiser firing were generally sat- 
isfactory, justifying the development of 
more advanced practices during the com- 
ing year. Improvement in the practices 
of heavy cruisers was made. 

In general the firings of all 
classes were satisfactory. 

I am of the opinion that Naval Re- 
serves who in the past have made their 
summer training cruises on board vessels 
on the Great -Lakes could be better 
trained by making these cruises in ships 
of the fleet. 

Material Condition of Fleet 
Modernization work was started on 
the New Mevico at Philadelphia, and on 
the Mississippi and Idaho at Norfolk. 
Due to curtailment of funds, the work on 
the /Jdaho has been practically at a 
standstill. It is now hoped that the 
New Merico and Mississippi can be com- 
pleted in August-September, 1933. De- 
pendent on funds, the Jdaho is tentative- 
ly scheduled for completion early in 
1935. 

The condition of the other 12 battle- 
ships has not changed materially during 
the last year. Many improvements and 


other 
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work, however, have had to be omitted 
due to statutory limits and very limited 
funds. 

The last fleet concentration brought 
out the need for additional distilling 
plant capacity on the Saratoga and Lez- 
ington. Arrangements for fueling small 
craft at sea have been completed on 
these vessels. The condition of the ves- 
sels has not changed materially since 
last report. 

The performance of the destroyers has 
in general been satisfactory during the 
year. All but 13 will be over age with- 
in the next six months and all but-3 will 
be over age in 1933. Two have 12 years’, 
25 have 11 years’, and 15 have 10 years’ 
continuous commissioned service. All of 
these are showing marked deterioration 
due to age and service. Progressive cor- 
rosion of their hull structures has re- 
quired extensive repairs to or renewals 
of bulkheads, frames, and hull plating, 
and their machinery plants will soon 
need complete retubing of all boilers, 
The extent of work to keep these de- 
stroyers in active commission for peace- 
time requirements has increased from 
year to year. with a corresponding in- 
crease in cost, and will continue progres- 
sively as the destroyers become older. 
This work is absolutely necessary to keep 
them in peace-time operating condition 
and does not include or contemplate the 
installation of modern improvements 
necessary to bring them up to the stand- 
ards of modern naval science. Unless 
steps are taken to replace gradually 
these old destroyers, by 1935 the de. 
stroyer force of the United States Fleet 
will be in efficiency below the standard 
set by some other powers. ; 

The submarines in commission have 
been maintained in generally good ma- 
terial condition and have rendered good 
service within their designed capabilities, 
Cost of maintenance is increasing inci- 
dent to the age of these vessels. Progress 
in safety alterations advanced as rapid- 
ly as availability of funds and vessels 
permitted, and has been practically com- 
pleted. 

The Submarine Safety Test Unit will 
have completed its course of instruction 
to personnel at New London, the Canal 
Zone, and San Diego by July 15, 1932, 
and will then proceed to Pearl Harbor. 
Very fine reports were received from the 
operations of this unit in the Canal 
Zone. All personnel are instructed in 
escape procedure from the S-4, and the 
salvage crews of the rescue vessels were 
exercised in raising the S-4 with pon- 
toons, but it is doubtful if the pontoons 
can ever be handled so quickly as to per- 
mit of the rescue of personnel by this 
method. The lung and lung training will 
be the main features of preparedness 
for rescue work. 

Shore Radio Stations 

There are 47 naval radio traffic sta- 
tions and 46 naval radio direction-finder 
stations in commission, 3 of the latter 
being in reduced commission. During the 
fiscal year 1932, the radio traffic sta- 
tions at Savannah, Ga., and St. Augus- 
tine, Fla., and the direction-finder sta- 
tion at North Island, S. C., were discon- 
tinued, while the radio station Great 
Lakes, Ill, was placed in an inactive 

status pending further decision concern- 
ing naval activities in that area. 

In pursuance of the policy of retrench- 
ment, and after thorough study, funds 
and personnel were reduced to the bare 
minimum consistent with service require- 
ments. Further reduction along these 
lines can not be made without direct 
reflection on service efficiency.

reau is of necessity intimately concerned 
with the development and training of 
personnel. With treaty limitations our 
Navy can excel only by building better 
ships and operating them more skillfully. 
In order to build better ships there must 
be highly trained designing engineers, 
and in order to operate them skillfully 
all naval officers must be well grounded 
in engineering principles, and those in- 
timately connected with the operation of 
important machinery installations must 
be specially trained. There is a growing 
appreciation among naval officers of the 
importance of engineering training and 
experience, with a consequent upward 
trend in the qualifications of officers for 
engineering duties. This bureau has re- 
ceived the heartiest cooperation from the 
Bureau of Navigation in all personnel 
matters, and at the present time a pro- 
gram of selection and training of officers 
in engineering is being arranged which 
should in time insure an adequate flow 
of well-trained personnel. The need of 
postgraduate training in engineering is 
well established. Some consolidation of 
courses has been effected necessitating 
some revision of work at the postgradu- 
ate school. Further revision is neces- 
sary to adapt these courses to the new 
policy governing postgraduate work, and 
these revisions are being made as fast as 
circumstances permit. 


Condition of the Fleet 

The bureau considers that the material 
condition of the machinery of the ships 
of the fleet has been satisfactorily main- 
tained within the limit of the funds 
available. This was possible only be- 
cause of the very material assistance 
of the forces afloat in arranging their 
schedules to permit more time to be de- 
voted to self-maintenance and in the in- 
tensive use of repair ships and tenders. 
The careful planning by forces afloat of 
all work in connection with the upkeep 
and repairs incident to the administra- 
tion of the force commander budgets has 
also been effective in reducing costs. The 
increasing age of our ships, with the at- 
tendant increase in necessary repairs and 
replacements, must be borne in mind, 
however, and an increase in expenditures 
must be expected if our ships are to be 
adequately maintained. 

This bureau has been seriously handi- 
capped in effecting many of the necessary 
replacements and improvements in bat- 
tleships and large aircraft carriers be- 
cause of the statutory limit as affected 
by the 18-month overhaul interval re- 
cently adopted by the department. In 
Separate correspondence the bureau has 
recommended the enactment of necessary 
legislation to adapt the statutory limita- 


tion to the 18-month interval between 
navy-yard overhauls. 





Admiral Upham’s Report 


Extracts from the annual report of 
Rear Adm. Frank B. Upham, USN, Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation, follow: 

The decreased number of enlisted per- 
sonnel appropriated for by Congress to 
man the ships of the Navy, as shown by 
the percentages in the table above, does 
not afford sufficient men to maintain the 
efficiency and material upkeep of the 
combatant units of the fleet, nor does it 
admit of pronouncing the fleet as being 
properly manned and ready in case of an 
emergency. Indications are not wanting 
that the present allowances of men to 
the vessels are considered not only as 
lowering the efficiency of the fleet, as 
above stated, but also as_ seriously 
jeopardizing safe and reliable operation. 

In time of peace our ships in commis- 
sion should carry at least their full com- 
plement, a prerequisite to efficiency for 
battle. 


For the fiseal year 1932 Congress ap- 
propriated funds to maintain the enlisted 
personnel at an avérage strength of 79,- 


700, which was closely approximated. 
This was exclusive of an average of 
1,214 men on duty with and paid for by 
the Veterans’ Administration. 

Ships’ allowances were revised so that 
the average number of men allowed on 
naval vessels was reduced from 87.7 per 
cent to 84.6 per cent. I have repeatedly 
advocated that additional men be pro- 
vided for new ships that are commis- 
sioned, and again so recommend. 


Reduction of Personnel 
Reduction of the personnel on board 
our ships must result in decreased effi- 
ciency and increased cost of material up- 
keep. Certain forms of target practice 
must be altered or abandoned, or the 
practices conducted with a decrease in 
the number of guns firing. The matter of 
prospective reduced personnel was laid 
before the commander in chief and in 

his general comment he stated: 
(a) I wish to make it clear that I submit 





my recommendations in order to make the 


best of a bad situation and not with the ideg 
that reduced efficiency can be avoided thereby, 

(b) The reduction in personnel can best 
made by reducing the allowance per ship rg. 
ther than by reducing the number of ships jg 
commission. I consider it highly important 
that no more combatant vessels be removeg 
from active service. Readiness for nationg] 
emergency can be best promoted by maintajp. 
ing ships in full commission even though 
they be short of proper allowances. 

(c) The recommendations I have made 
above will employ the reduced personne] to 
advantage. But a lowering of the battle eff. 
ciency of the fleet will inevitably follow re 
duction in personnel, and I trust the acute 
shortage of men will cease to exist with the 
ending of the present financial emergency, 

Aviation activities continue to demand 
an increasing percentage of officer and 
enlisted personnel. Since 1924 the off. 
cer personnel assigned to aeronautiea] 
duties has increased from 422 to 1,283, 
and the number of enlisted men from 
5,296 to 12,358. During the same period 
the average enlisted strength has de 
creased from 86,000 to 79,700 (exclusive 
of men paid for by the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration ).

Pay 

The so-called economy bill, which was 
adopted as an amendment to the legisla- 
tive appropriation act, exempted the en- 
listed personnel of the Navy from the 
general enforced legislative furlough 
without pay. It was made applicable to 
the officers on both the active and retired 
list and acted to reduce their pay by 8.3 
per cent. This reduction was a real 
hardship to all, and in the case of the 
retired list was tantamount to a confisca- 
tion of the earned capital. 

It is not generally understood or ap- 
preciated that the pay of naval officers 
is still but little above the 1908 level. 
The interdepartmental pay board report 
showed that the increase in the pay of 
the average oflicer as provided for in the 
1922 pay act was only 11 per cent over 
that provided in 1908. Since 1922 nearly 
every other department of the Govern- 
ment has received substantial increases. 
The increases since 1908 are shown in 
the table below.

The so-called economy Dill, while re- 
ducing all by approximately 8.3 per cent, 
still left them with pay far above that 
received in 1908 and 1922, but with na- 
yal officers it was a reduction of 8.3 per 
cent below the 1922 level and approxi- 
mately down to the 1908 level. I wish 
to reiterate what I said in my last an- 
nual report, that a pay law based on 
cost of living in 1908 is inadequate and 
out of date in 1932. It is earnestly 
hoped that remedial legislation will 
shortly be evolved to remedy the present 
unsatisfactory conditions. 


Barracks, Quarters, and Schools 

One of the reasons for advocating the 
movement of the postgraduate school 
was the fact that at Annapolis it had 
been almost impossible for young officers 
to get suitable living accommodations at 
reasonable figures. Officers sent to the 
postgraduate school are _ lieutenants 
(junior grade) or lieutenants, and their 
pay falls within the lower pay grades. 
They are unable to pay high rentals and 
support a family, and many officers who 
are sent to the postgraduate school go 
there at considerable financial sacrifice 
to themselves. The Board of. Visitors 
for a number of years has recommended 
the construction of apartment houses 
within the Naval Academy grounds. The 
construction of such apartments would 
materially relieve the present unsatisfac- 
tory conditions. I earnestly recommend 
that steps be taken to authorize the con- 
Struction of six 10-family apartment 
houses at the Naval Academy. The mat- 
ter has been carefully considered by the 
Board for the Development of Navy 
Yard Plans and has been given a high 
priority among the projects recommended 
by that board. 

In addition to the need for housing 
facilities at Annapolis there is urgent 
need for the erection of barracks to 
house properly the enlisted personnel 
Stationed at the navy yard, Mare Is- 
land, and at the navy yard, Puget Sound. 

The development at the naval training 
Station, Hampton Roads, is only partial- 
ly completed. Five new barrack build- 
ings have been completed and these will 
accommodate about one-half of the per- 
sonnel there. The immediate construc- 
tion of five additional barrack buildings 
at Hampton Roads is recommended, to- 
gether with the construction of a mess 


hall to replace the present frame struc- 
ture which was built during the war to 
accommodate temporarily the recruits at 


ampton Roads. 

Barracks for the enlisted men are also 
required at the naval air station, Hamp- 
- Roads, and at the submarine base at 
ew London. 
fast Tade school and auditorium build- 
Sates required at San Diego. No audi- 

Mm is provided at that station, and 
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which are not entirely satisfactory for 
this purpose. 

At Hampton Roads the trade schools 
are in general well housed, but a new 
building is required for the machinist’s 
mates, blacksmiths, and coppersmiths 
school, which at present is housed in an 
old, dilapidated, frame building located 
on the property of the naval air station. 


Need for Transport Service 
There were some unusual conditions 
in connection with the passenger trans- 
portation activities of the bureau during 
the fiscal year 19382. Due to disturbed 
conditions in Asia it was necessary to 
hold the Chaumont on that station for 
several months. This was a practical 
demonstration of the necessity for a 
small transport service in time of peace. 
The law authorizes a maximum of 
3,281 midshipmen at the Naval Academy, 
including 5 appointments each to Sena- 
tors and Representatives. In the last 
few years, however, despite the five ap- 
pointments authorized by the general 
law, limitations have been placed in the 
appropriation acts restricting the ap- 
pointments. The bureau believes that 
the number of appointments should not 
be less than 4, which would permit a 
maximum total of 2,743. 

As stated earlier, however, any in- 
crease in the allowed number of officers, 
due to needs occasioned by growth of the 
Navy (surface and air), must be filled 
from the Naval Academy. It appears 
wise and prudent to provide now for ad- 
ditional midshipmen, the earliest of 
whom can not be commissioned before 
1987, to meet the needs of the London 
treaty navy. For this purpose four ap- 
pointments are deemed necessary. 

The Staff Corps are being maintained 
at a number sufficient to conduct effi- 
ciently the upkeep and business opera- 
tions of the present Navy and to safe- 
guard its health. 


Staff Corps Retirement 

The law prescribes promotion by se- 
lection in the Staff Corps but makes no 
provision for forced retirements before 
reaching the age of 64, with the result 
that officers in the Staff Corps who have 
been passed over by several selection 
boards remain in their present grade, 
causing congestion in those grades and 
embarrassment to the bureau in assign- 
ing them to suitable billets. Further, 
the entrance of sufficient new blood into 
the Staff Corps is blocked and decreased 
efficiency results. The bureau is seek- 
ing the enactment of legislation to reme- 
dy this situation. 

During the year, aviation training was 
continued with satisfactory results, al- 
though somewhat reduced. The classes 
in lighter-than-air were discontinued at 
the end of this year. In the future no 
graduates of the Naval Academy will 
be given elimination flight training prior 
to the completion of the first two years 
of commissioned service. 

New Enlistments 

For the fiscal year 1932 the percentage 
of reenlistments was 90.07 per cent, the 
highest ever attained. This high figure 
may be attributed partly to the economic 
depression existing generally and partly 
to the high state of morale of the en- 
listed personnel. 

The increase in reenlistments and de- 
crease in losses for causes other than ex- 
piration of enlistment necessitated the 
procurement of only 7,061 recruits. Ap- 
plicants for first enlistment totaled 131,- 
857. Selections were accordingly limited 
to those possessing the highest qualifica- 
tions. 

During the summer of 1932, due to re- 
duced funds in the appropriation bill for 
1933, only juniors were cruised from all 
the units. These cruises were made in 
destroyers and terminated on June 30, 
1932. 

This restriction on cruising the Naval 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps students 
is greatly regretted by the bureau, as it 
is felt that the cruises afford a very nec- 
essary part of naval training for these 
young men. It is hoped that in the fu- 
ture funds can be provided for continu- 
ing the cruises for all classes, especially 
the juniors.

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Shipping Board Report 

Prospects of the Government’s early 
retirement from the field of ship opera- 
tions are indicated in the sixteenth an- 
nual report of the United States Ship 
ping Board. Of the 2546 vessels pre- 
viously owned by the Board, all but 96 
have been sold, scrapped, laid up, or 
otherwise disposed of. These 96 active 
ships will be sold to private American 
interests for continued operation, while 
those laid up (240 on June 30, 1932) will, 
with few exceptions, be sold for scrap. 

As a result of the Board's efforts to 
get the Government out of the shipping 
business, nearly 80% of the ships con- 
stituting the American Merchant Marine, 
the second largest in the world, are now 
owned by private American shipping 
companies. American-flag lines, operat- 
ing in a network of services to ali the 
principal foreign ports, carry about 34% 
of the country’s exports and imports, as 
contrasted with 10% when the Shipping 
Board was first established. Ocean 
freight and passenger revenues resulting 
from this immense movement of traffic 
average about $300,000,000 a year. 

Despite the continuance of the depres- 
sion in international trade, the Shipping 
Board, in the period covered by the re- 
port just issued, disposed of 37 vessels 
for $2,644,687.50.

Marine Corps Reduction 

Plans for the absorption of the 1,743 
cut in the enlisted strength of the Ma- 
rine Corps drawn up at Marine Corps 
Headquarters this week contemplate 
that the Marine Barracks, Parris Island, 
S. C., will be closed as an active post 
and that a small detachment of care- 
takers only will remain there. 

The plans further contemplate such a 
reduction in personnel at Marine Bar- 
racks, San Diego, and Quantico and 
practically place these bases on an in- 
operative status. 





Scouting Force Location 

Admiral William V. Pratt, Chief of 
Naval Operations, declared this week 
that there were no plans for the location 
of the Scouting Force after the Fleet 
Concentration. 

“It will depend upon conditions,” Ad- 
miral Pratt said, “If things return to 
normal, the Scouting Force will return 
to the East Coast. If not, it will stay 
out there. 





Post Exchange Report 


The effect of the restrictive clause as 
to Post Exchanges in the War Depart- 
ment appropriation act has been to cause 
numerous hardships on civilian and mili- 
tary personnel of the Army stationed at 
remote military reservations, it was 
stated in a report sent to Congress by 
the War Department on Army post ex- 
changes. 

“It does not appear equitable,” the re- 
port stated, “that a particular group of 
people such as officers families and civi- 
lian employes should under such circum- 
stances be denied right of convenient 
and reasonably cheap purchases for their 
ordinary needs and be forced to pur- 
chase at places several miles distant.” 

“Under present restrictions on Post 
Exchanges,” the report continues, “On 
many of our military reservations it will 
be necessary to provide some form of a 
neighborhood store in order that families 
of officers and civilians may purchase 
the ordinary necessities of life, because 
convenient civilian stores are not avail- 
able. If Post Exchanges are forbidden 
to sell to this class of people the only 
recourse will be a return to something 
similar to the ‘post trader’ system.” 

The report on Post Exchanges required 
by the appropriations act contained 
merely a list of the existing exchanges 
and quoted Army regulations applicable 
before and after the provision in the act 
was enacted. It was stated that reports 
received by the War Department show 
that the requirements of the Act had 
been met. Accompanying the report was 
an appendix, giving arguments for reten- 
tion of the Post Exchange. 





Manufacture of Uniforms 


Manufacture of officers uniforms will 
be discontinued at the Army Clothing 
Factory in Philadelphia. Maj. Gen. John 
L. DeWitt, Quartermaster General of 
the Army, testifying before the Shan- 
non committee investigating the compe- 
tition of the Government with private 
business, advised the group that if it 
so desired, the step would be taken. 
Directions from the War Department to 
this effect, will be issued in the near 
future. 

At the Navy Department it was stated 
that no action is contemplated as to 
their Officers Uniform Shop. No repre- 
sentatives of the Navy have appeared 
before the Shannon committee, and offi- 
cers of the Department declare that al- 
though they have no idea as to what 
may be recommended by the committee, 





no steps are to be taken by the Navy at 
present. They emphasized that what- 
ever action was taken by the War De- 
partment as to its uniform factory fur- 
nished -no basis of comparison for Navy 
action, as the situations were entirely 
different. 

Although the Shannon committee is 
directed by the terms of the House reso- 
lution giving it life to report Dec. 15, it 
was said on behalf of the group yester- 
day that they would be unable to report 
at this date and planned to ask for an 
extension of time until Jan. 15. 

The Army Transport Service provides 
services that private industry could not 
give satisfactorily and entails much 
lower cost than would be imposed on the 
Government by payment to commercial 
lines for the transportation, General De- 
Witt told the committee at a hearing 
this week. 

General DeWitt declared that the cost 
of operating the Army Transport Service 
has averaged $3,636,395 a year compared 
with an estimated cost of more than $6,- 
000,000 that commercial concerns would 
have charged for the same transporta- 
tion on a much less satisfactory basis. 





Ist Cavalry to Move 


The ist Cavalry (less all animals 
other than officers’ private mounts and 
less transportation) will be moved from 
Ft. D. A. Russell, Tex., to Ft. Knox, Ky., 
on or about Jan. 1, 1933, the precise date 
as determined by and under orders to 
be issued by the Commanding General, 
Eighth Corps Area. 

Personnel, equipment and armament 
will be moved by motor and rail as fol- 
lows: 


By Motor Transportation 


(a) Personnel: 5 officers of Cavalry 
to be designated by the Chief of Cavalry, 
including one field officer; one major, 
Medical Corps, to be designated by The 
Surgeon General; enlisted personnel se- 
lected from the ist Cavalry in grades 
and ratings as follows: Grades—tst, 1; 
2nd, 5; 3rd, 3; 4th, 34; 5th, 63; 6th, pri- 
vates, 1st Class, and privates in such 
numbers as to insure that the total 
strength moved does not exceed 450. 
Specialists’ Ratings—3rd, 3; 4th, 27; 5th, 
28; 6th, 39; total 97. 

All enlisted men of the 1st Cavalry not 
included in the motor movement to Ft. 
Knox will be transferred to other Caval- 
ry units within the Eighth Corps Area 
for absorption. Pending the completion 
of such absorption, the present restric- 
tions on promotions and new appoint- 
ments in all Cavalry units of the Eighth 
Corps Area are continued in force. 

Seven enlisted men, Medical Depart- 
ment, to be selected from personnel now 
on duty at Ft. D. A. Russell. 

(b) Equipment as may be necessary 
for the comfort en route of the personnel 
being moved. 

By Rail 

Dependents of officers and of noncom- 
missioned officers entitled to transporta- 
tion. 

Baggage of officers and of noncommis- 
sioned officers entitled to allowances. 

Officers’ private mounts. 

Organizational fund property (to be 
shipped as troop impedimenta). 

Articles of equipment and armament 
(less those accompanying the trocps). 

The Commanding General, Fifth Corps 
Area, will send a convoy of motor trans- 
portation from Ft. Knox. Ky., to Ft. 
D. A. Russell, Tex., to arrive on a date 
which will permit the movement of the 
1st Cavalry to be initiated on or about 
Jan. 1, 1933. The best transportation 
available at Ft. Knox will be selected. 
Sufficient truck capacity will be taken 
to insure the comfort of the personnel 
to be moved. The total truck capacity 
and other details will be the subject of 
agreement between the Corps Area Com- 
manders concerned. Estimates of costs 
by purpose numbers, in so far as they 
cannot be financed by the Commanding 
General, Fifth Corps Area, will be for- 
warded without delay to cover the move- 
ment of the convoy to Ft. D. A. Russell, 
Texas. 





Financial Digest 


Industrial production, as measured by 
the Federal Reserve Board’s seasonally 
adjusted index, continued in October a 
66 per cent of the 1923-1925 average, a 
compared with a low level of 58 pe 
cent in July. 

Employment in most manufacturing 
industries increased between the mi 
of September and the middle of October, 
and the Board’s seasonally adjusted jp. 
dex of factory employment showed a 
advance from: 60 per cent of the 193 
1925 average to 61 per cent. 

Value of construction contracts 
awarded, as reported by the F. W. D 
Corporation, continued at low levels dur. 
ing October and the first half of No 
vember. 

The. Department of Agriculture estj. 
mate of the cotton crop, based on No 
vember 1 conditions, was 11,950,00 
bales, about 525,000 bales larger than 
the estimate a month earlier. 

From September to October volume of 
freight traffic increased by more thap 
the usual seasonal amount; after the 
middle of October carloadings declined, 
reflecting chiefly seasonal developments 
Dollar value of department store sale 
increased by the usual amount in 0¢ 
tober. 

Wholesale commodity prices, as mes 
sured by the monthly index of the Bo 
reau of Labor Statistics, declined from 
65 per cent of the 1926 average in Sep 
tember to 64 per cent in October. Week 
ly figures show declines in the general 
average from early September through 
the first week in November, reflecting 
reductions in the prices of many domes 
tic agricultural products and their manp 
factures, as well as in the prices of sted 
rails, copper, coffee, rubber, and silk.

no logical reason for maintaining three 
separate establishments in as many dif- 
ferent miujor departments, all of which 
contribute to the same major purpose— 
that of safeguarding navigation in or- 
der to protect and promote maritime 
commerce. It is therefore proposed to 
transfer the functions of the survey of 
northern and northwestern lakes from 
the War Department Corps of Engineers 
to the Coast and Geodetic Survey in 
the Department of Commerce in order 
to consolidate and coordinate the work 
of the three similar services. 

“The work of the Survey of Northern 
and Northwestern Lakes is conducted 
under an allotment of funds made from 
the principal appropriation _for Rivers 
and Harbors, Corps of Engineers, War 
Department. The transfer of the work 
would therefore involve a transfer of 
funds represented by the allotment set 
aside for this work. 

Naval Observatory.—The work of the 
Naval Observatory was first started in 
1845 as a division of the then Depot of 
Charts and Instruments. At the pres- 
ent time it is a division of the Bureau 
of Navigation of the Navy Department. 

“The functions of the observatory are 
to broadcast daily the time signals which 
establish the standard time for the coun- 
try and for the benefit of mgriners; to 
maintain continuous observations for 
absolute positions of the fundamental 
stars, and the independent determina- 
tion, by observations of the sun, of the 
position of the ecliptic and of the equa- 
tor among the stars, and of the positions 
of the stars, moon, and planets with ref- 
erence to the equator and equinoxes, in 
order to furnish data to assist in pre- 
paring the American Ephemeris and 
Nautical Almanac and improving the 
tables of the planets, moon, and stars; 
to compute and prepare for publication, 
the American Ephemeris and its supple- 
ments; to conduct essential research 
work to derive improved values of the 
fundamental astronomical elements and 
embody them in new tables of the celes- 
tial motions. 

“It is also the function of the Naval 
Observatory to develop, supply, main- 
tain, repair, and inspect the navigation- 
al, aeronautical, and aerological instru- 
ments for the ships and aircraft of the 
Navy. 

“A review of the foregoing functions 
of the Naval Observatory indicates that 
it is a scientific organization in the field 
of astronomy, producing and furnishing 
to the ships of the Navy and the mer- 
chant marine data that is essential to 
accurate navigation as well as the stand- 
ard time for the entire country. It is 
also a scientific laboratory for the de- 
velopment and dissemination of knowl- 
edge in the science of astronomy. 

“It is proposed that the Naval Obser- 
vatory, with the exception of those ac- 
tivities which relate to the development, 
maintenance, and repair of instruments 

e Navy, be transferred to the De- 

ent of Commerce. 

nd Waterways Corporation.—The 
Waterways Corporation was cre- 

a by the act of Congress approved 
June 3, 1924 (43 Stat. 360). It is oper- 
ated primarily for the purpose of dem- 
onstrating to private capital that our 
Streams may be utilized to furnish, in 
coordination with other forms of trans- 
portation, cheap transportation, with a 
reasonable return on the money invested. 

“The policy of Congress in this respect 
was declared in the act of February 28, 
1920 (U. S. C., title 49, Sec. 142) as 
follows : 

“It is declared to be the policy of 
Congress to promote, encourage, and 
develop water transportation, service, 
and facilities in connection with the 
commerce of the United States, and to 
foster and preserve in full vigor both 
rail and water transportation.’ 
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“In pursuance of this policy the In- 
land Waterways Corporation was cre- 
ated by the following provision in the 
act of June 3, 1924: 

“ ‘For the purpose of carrying on the 
operations of the Government-owned 
inland, canal, and coastwise water- 
ways system to the point where the 
system can be transferred to private 
operation to the best advantage of the 
Government, of carrying out the man- 
date of Congress prescribed in section 
201 of the Transportation Act, of 1920, 
as amended, and of carrying out the 
policy enunciated by Congress in the 
first paragraph of section 500 of such 
act, there is hereby created a corpora- 
tion, in the District of Columbia, to 
be known as the Inland Waterways 
Corporation. .The Secretary of War 
shall be deemed to be the incorporator, 
and the incorporation shall be held 
effected upon the enactment of this 
act. The Secretary of War shall gov- 
ern and direct the corporation in the 
exercise of the functions vested in it 
by this act.’ 

“It will be noted from a review of the 
above provisions of law that the major 
purpose of the Inland Waterways Cor- 
poration is to promote, develop, and en- 
courage commerce on the inland water- 
ways of the United States. Clearly this 
is a civil rather than a military func- 
tion and should be transferred to a civil 
department. Since it has to do with the 
promotion of water-borne commerce it 
is proposed that it be transferred to the 
merchant marine group of activities in 
the Department of Commerce.” 

Relative to the increase in duties of 
the Coast Guard, the President’s order 
prescribes : 

The Commandant of the Coast Guard 
shall take action toward the establish- 
ment of a unified border patrol, which 
shall become effective upon order of the 
Secretary of the Treasury with the ap- 
proval of the President. 

The agencies that are transferred shall 
carry with them all their powers and 
duties, personnel, books, records, and 
papers pertaining to the work thereof; 
all public property including office equip- 
ment and laboratory facilities, both in 
Washington and in the field, appertain- 
ing thereto; and the unexpended bal- 
ances of their appropriations or allot- 
ments or other funds as to the date this 
order becomes effective. 

All power and authority conferred by 
law upon the Secretary of Labor or 
other officers of that department in re- 
lation to the border patrol of the Bu- 
reau of Immigration and/or the Com- 
missioner of Customs or other officer of 
the Customs Service with respect to the 
border patrol of the Custom Service 
shall, when such transfer is effected, be 
fully conferred upon and vested in the 
Coast Guard Service or the commandant 
thereof, as the case may be. 

With the approval of the President, 
the Secretary of the Treasury shall have 
the power, by order or regulation, to con- 
solidate, eliminate, or redistribute the 
bureaus, agencies, offices, or activities 
and/or their functions, in the Treasury 
Department in so far as such action may 
be required to carry out the purposes 
of the consolidation herein ordered and 
by rules and regulations, not inconsistent 
with law, to fix the functions thereof 
and the duties, powers, and titles of 
their respective executive heads. 

This order shall take effect upon the 
sixty-first calendar day after its trans- 
mission to Congress unless otherwise de- 
termined in accordance with the pro- 
visions of section 407 of the act cited 
above.

General MacArthur is serving under a 
four year appointment, and that appoint- 
ment runs for the full period of four 
years. It is to be expected the new 
President will recognize that there is no 
partisan politics in the Army and Navy, 
and will not even refer to the possibility 
of a change. It is fortunate for the 
Army, especially in this time of cut, 
that this should be so, and that a man 
of General MacArthur’s ability is on the 
firing line equipped to prevent the suc- 
cess of the assaults upon our National 
Defense.

Because Admiral Pratt will not retire 
until the last day of February, it is to 
be assumed, of course, that President 
Hoover will not name his successor. The 
matter of this vacancy is very different 
from the situation in which the Army 
Chief of Staff finds himself. But a few 
days will elapse before the entrance of 
the new President into power, and cour- 
tesy justifies leaving the post vacant 
until he shall have had an opportunity 
to look over the list of officers available 
for its occupation. Because of his ser- 
vice as Assistant Secretary of the Navy, 
Mr. Roosevelt doubtless will choose some 
one in whom he has confidence.

Army Promotion 


The House Committee on Military Af- 
fairs will give no consideration to an 
Army promotion bill during the short 
session, Representative John J. Mce- 
Swain, chairman of the group, declared 
this week. 

“We've got to spend our time during 
the session seeing what can be done for 
the hungry people in this country,” 
Chairman McSwain said. “There is more 
to do than talk about Army promotion 
and revision. Besides, there would be 
no use in the Committee considering it, 
as it would have no chance in the House. 
Rather than get the second lieutenants 
aroused, thinking they are going to be 
generals in a few months, it will be 
better to do nothing this winter.” 

As the South Carolinan has been at 
work on a new promotion bill during the 
interum since last session and declared 
several times that he intended to bring 
the matter before his committee this 
month, the announcement caused a little 
surprise. Questioned about his change 
of intention, he said that there was little 
likelihood of his changing his mind 
again. 

When asked as to what program he 
had laid out for the military committee, 
Mr. McSwain said “that for one thing 
he was going to find out why something 
was not being done about the Port New- 
ark base.” 

“Here is a property worth millions of 
dollars,” he said, “and the Government 
has not gotten a cent out of it in years.” 

Pressed as to further plans as to Army 
legislation, the committee chairman said 
that although he had other plans, he was 
not prepared to divulge them now.
